Crofters has arranged com­ 
mercial investment loans from 
the treasurer’s office for sev­ 
eral private firms and in turn 
collected large finders fees. 
Cloud, whose office has been 
investigating 
the 
investment 
practices of the treasurer’s of­ 
fice, was asked if he could sup­ 
port Herbert and Turner in the 
Nov. 3 general election if they 


remain on the ballot 
"As far as Herbert is con­ 
cerned, no,” Cloud said, 
Herbert, whose office is in 
charge of investments, received 
a $15,000 campaign contribution, 
and Turner received $7,500. 
“ The holding of public office 
is a privilege which requires 
high standards of integrity,” 
Cloud said. “ Nowhere is this 
more true than iii relation to 
those who hold or seek that of­ 
fice where public money is stor­ 
ed and managed.” 
Cloud 
noted

I funds had been lost in the fin­ 
ancial transactions and he said 
Herbert could be charged only 
with “ poor judgment.”

Senators Push 


War Resolution 


WASHINGTON (A F) — Four 
Senate sponsors of a proposal to 
curb U.S. activities in Cambodia 
have taken the intiative—with­ 
out waiting for White 
House 
agreement—to broaden support 
and improve chances 
for 
a 
quick vote. 
The proposed changes intro­ 
duced late Thursday leave in­ 
tact the substantive parts of the 
Cooper-Chureh amendment that 
would bar funds for “ retaining” 
U.S. forces in Cambodia. 
Bu they make clear the cut­ 
off would only take effect after 
the June 30 date set by Presi­ 
dent Nixon for withdrawal of 
U.S. forces. 
It also, they said, would he 
“ in concert with the declared 
objectives of the President of 
the United States to avoid the 
involvement 
of 
the 
United 
Stales in Cambodia after July I, 
1970.” 


The move was seen as an ef­ 
fort to force the White House, 
which has been considering var­

He 
received his law degree from 
Ohio State University while serv­ 
ing in the legislature. 
He saw Army service during 
World War ll and after the war 
practiced law in Marietta with 
his late father, Ile also taught 
a course iii practical politics rn 
1949 at Marietta College

A spokesman for the South 
Vietnamese command recalled 
earlier statements by President 
Nguyen Van Thieti and Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky that 
South Vietnamese troops would

The spokesman did not indi­ 
cate whether this mission in­

aiding the Cambodian

Allen Publicly 
Calls Invasion 
A Disaster 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Edu­ 
cation Commissioner James E 
Allen Jr. has become the first 
presidential appointee to break 
Nixon 
administration 
ranks 
over Cambodia. 
Allen publicly added the war 
in indochina Thursday to his list 
of disagreements with President 
Nixon. 
The 
decision 
to send 
American troops into Cambodia, 
he said, have bud “ disastrous 
effects” on the country. 
At two separate meetings with 
Office of Education employes, 
Allen also reinforced his known 
disagreements with the White 
House over school desegrega­ 
tion and federal spending for ed­ 
ucation.

There are also better terms 
for widows, men retiring early 
and persons earning money aft­ 
er retirement. 
The new cost of living provi­ 
sions would be used first in 1973. 
Beginning the previous year, 
computations would be made on 
increases in consumer prices, lf 
these amounted to as much as 3 
per cent a year, benefits would 
be adjusted accordingly. 
Corresponding 
computations 
, would be made on wages, lead­ 
ing to increases in the taxable 
wage base, in units of $600. 
The House was told the effect 
might be a $22,000 taxable base 
by 1990. 
The House passed the bill for 
a 5 per cent 1971 benefit in­ 
crease Thursday after surpris­ 
ing the sponsors by tacking on 
provision for future increases 
geared to the cost of living. An 
unusual combine of Republicans 
and liberal Democrats rolled up 
a 233 to 144 vote for the lmg- 
range increases—which also in­ 
volve continuing increases in 
the payroll tax.

Bock m d record clubs which sell 
their wares to members under negative 
option plans — which make it necessary 
for the member to notify the club of 
any offering he does not want — would 
be prohibited from using such sales 
technique s under a proposed rule of 
the Federal Trade Commission. 
Asserting that such schemes exploit 
such human traits as “ procrastination 
or 
forgetfulness in 
order 
to 
pose 
liability upon 
subscribers for mer­ 
chandise they may not want,” the 
agency would abolish what has become 
probably the major sales technique in 
many clubs. 
Had it not been for the abuse of 
the negative option plan by some book 
and record clubs — and not all of that 


intentional — the issue might never 
have ai isen. 
But there 
have been 
numerous complaints to the FTC from 
Club members who claim they were 
not awaie of the procedure when they 
joined the club, whose notices of coming 
selections were received too late to 
reject unwanted offerings and from 
some whose membership cancellations 
were not acted upon by the clubs. 
Many clubs may find their sales ef- 
toits drastically^ diminished because as 
an industry they were not successful 
in policing their own rank. The FTC 
proposal is not yet an adopted rule 
and there may be time for the industry 
to correct abuses and salvage the sales 
concept which has contributed greatly 
to its growth.

Mitten,” said Billie Burke when 
last we met. 
It seems like only a brief span 
of time, but now I realize it was 
almost ll years ago that I had 
my last interview with the great 
lady of American theater and 
films. 
Like 
all 
conscientious 
performers, she was concerned 
about her exit. 
Mrs. Mitten, she related, had 
been a legend in the theater. 
"Old Mrs. Miffen was around 
80. but she wouldn’t quit. When 
she curtsied with one of her legs 
missing, we always wondered if 
she would be able to get up.” 
Neither of us knew it at the 
time, but Miss Burke was then 
at the end of her career. She 
had signed to do a western with 
John 
Ford, who, 
like 
many 
American men, had adored her 
on the stage in his youth. 
She became inactive and then 
was subject to the disabilities of 
old age. She died last week at 
84. 
Today’s generation knows her 
principally as Glinda, the good 
fairy of “The Wizard of Oz.” 
But to the parents and grand­ 
parents of America she was a 
familiar and endearing comedi­ 
enne. 
She played the role over and 
over again in the movies of the 
1930s aud 
1940s. She floated 
through scenes in gowns of silk, 


her lovely hands fluttering like 
butterflies. She talked inces­ 
santly in a tiny voice but never 
seemed to finish a sentence. 
“ I don’t know exactly how I 
got started playing flibberty. 
gibbets in pictures,” she reflect­ 
ed. "I didn’t do that sort of 
thing on the stage, not at all. 
“But they made pictures in 
the thirties about sophisticated 
life, and there always seemed to 
have been a place for the silly, 
clinging kind of woman that I 
played. I teamed up wih Ro­ 
land Young, who was a sweet 
little man with a clipped mus­ 
tache and a clipped manner. We 
sort of flittered at each other 
through picture after picture.” 
The role was not one that she 
enjoyed, and occasionally she 
was able to display her versatil­ 
ity. A notable example: 
the 
compassionate neighbor of Ros­ 
alind Russell in "Craig’s Wife.” 
Miss Burke had no choice but 
to continue playing the empty- 
headed matrons. She needed the 
work. 
Her husband, the great show, 
man Florenz Ziegfeld, had pro­ 
duced the most lavish shows on 
Broadway and had earned mil­ 
lions. But he died in 1932, he 
left a monument of debts. 
In her later years. Miss Burke 
returned to the stage now and 
then, but she deplored what the 
theater had become.

NEW YORK (AP) - How do 
you stand on the issue of metri­ 
cation? 
You mean to say that you 
weren’t aware of metrication as 
an issue—that the United States 
might some day abandon the fa­ 
miliar inch-gallon-pound system 
of measurement in favor of me­ 
ters, liters and grams? 
Although it is difficult to im­ 
agine that Americans must take 
a stand on still another issue in 
these controversial times, the 
fact of the matter is that the 
government is planning to solic­ 
it their views on just such a 
change. 
lf the change indeed ever 
comes, it is likely to be gradual, 
for it will be a long time before 
Americans can adjust to a Wil­ 
lie Mays hitting 150-meter home 
runs, or of buying 500 grams or 
lo liters of gasoline. 
By the end of the month, how­ 
ever, hundreds of manufactur­ 
ers m ay receive questionnaires 
from the National Bureau of 
Standards to determine their 
stand on metrication and. if pos­ 
sible, to estimate the costs of 
conversion. 
Later surveys will probe into 
the attitudes of other areas of 
society in order that a report be 
made to Congress under a law 
passed in August 1968. But the 
report won t necessarily recom­ 
mend that any action be taken. 
In fact, Congress has off and 
on considered the matter for 
more than IOO years, but almost 
nothing has been done. Now the 
United States, which inherited 
its present system from Eng­ 
land, could find itself alone in 
its use. 
England plans to convert by 
1975. Canada. Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa have 
set various date for doing the 
same. Asia and Latin America 
have long used meters. 
A great deal of confusion pre­ 
sumably could develop if the 
United States continued to man­ 
ufacture products based on its 
own mathematic language while 
the rest of the world used a sep­ 
arate system. 
The making of components is 
an illustration. While meters 
and inches can be converted 
easily, for example, there may 
be a natural tendency to manu­ 
facture rn sizes most easily stat­ 
ed in domestic terms. Conceiva­ 
bly, this could mean that an 
American nut might not fit 
a 
European screw-. 
This suggests an intriguing 
question: Should the language 
alone be changed, or should the 
object’s size be changed to con­ 


form more neatly to the new 
terminology? 
Perhaps the problem is more 
obvious in the sports world. 
Should the customary one-mile 
run in U.S. track be changed to 
1,609 meters, a change in termi­ 
nology alone? Or should it be 
rounded off to fit more easily 
the metric system, at let us say, 
1,600 meters even? 
The answer could have in­ 
credibly 
wide-range 
effects 
Educational requirements, engi­ 
neering drawings, manufacturer 
specifications, labels, dials and 
gauges, machine tool measure­ 
ments, the marketing of auto­ 
mobiles, and on and on.

He said it 
would allow the nation to plan 
ahead for an expected enormous 
increase in aircraft travel. 
The bill is expected to provide 
a minimum of $250 million a 
year for the next IO years to im 
prove and expand the airways 
system and $30 million annually 
for private aviation airports.

Living Costs Rise Again; 
Government Disappointed 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Din- 
nor at home cost no more in 
April than in March but the 
price of eating out continued its 
way upward, the governm ent 
says in a cheerless report on its 
battle against inflation. 
“ The White House, the adm in­ 
istration, 
is 
disappointed,” 
a 
spokesman said W ednesday aft­ 
er the Labor D epartm ent re- 
; ported living costs rose at a 6 
per cent annual rate last month. 
The increase m eant it cost 
$13.40 to buy the goods $13.32 
would purchase in March and 
m arked the 16th month of the 
worst inflation since the Korean 
War. 
It w as a sharp disappointm ent 
to President Nixon’s economic 
advisers, who have been saying 
prices were beginning to re ­ 
spond to the stiff prescription of 
anti-inflationary medicine they 
began adm inistering early last 
I year. 
But the adm inistration contin­ 
ued 
to 
predict 
better 
tim es 
ahead. “ We expect this reversal 
to 
be 
tem porary,” 
a 
White 
House spokesm an said. 
“ The 
projections are that prices will 
begin to show a decrease.’’ 
The 
raw 
increase 
for 
the 
month was six-tenths of one per 
cent, but when the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics 
m ade 
allow­ 
ance for predictable seasonal 
changes it shrunk to five-tenths. 
Stretched out to give an an­ 
nual rate, the figures show the 
increase would be 6 per cent if 
the sam e rate of inflation con­ 


tinued for 12 months. Overall, 
the increase was the largest 
since last December when the 
figure jumped at the sam e rate. 
Of the unadjusted six-tenths, 
four-tenths was attributable to 
increased 
costs 
of 
consumer 
services, the Bureau said. 
It added all of the increase in 
the food index—three-tenths of 
one lier cent for the month and 
an annual rate of 7.1 lier cent— 
cam e from higher prices for 


restaurant meals and snacks 
There was no change in April 
for the price of groceries. 
As well as the cost of eating 
out, gasoline and parking cost 
more in April. 
“ Prices for services associat 
ed 
with 
housing, 
particularly 
residential 
property 
taxes, 
m ortgage interest and utilities, 
continued to register the most 
im portant increases,” 
the de­ 
partm ent said.
